Carry More Passengers. 

The elevated roads carry more passengers 
a mile a year than do the surface lines, but 
the cost of investment, as has been shown, 
minimizes this advantage: of density of 
traffic. 

The City railway company last year carried 
_128,304,445 passengers. This was at the rate 
ot 580.641 passengers a mile of single track 
road for the year. The South Side elevated 
carried 32,587,206 passengers, or at the rate 
of 1,868,532 passengers a mile. This road 
carried roughly three passengers to one of 
the City railway for each mile, but the cost 
ot the investment in order to handle this 


traffic was nine times as much a mile as that | 


of the City railway. 


Key to Earning Power. 

The number of passengers carried a mile 
a year by the different elevated lines fur- 
nishes the key to the earning power of each 
system. While the South Side L carried 
over 1,800,000 passengers a mile the Lake 
street elevated carried but 800,058. The Met- 
ropolitan elevated carried the largest total 
of passengers, 41,372,338. But it also oper- 
ates the greatest length of single track 
mileage, 37.66, so that the average number 
of passengers a mile carried for ‘the year 
was 1,008,575. Ranking next to the Metro- 
politan was the Northwestern, with a mile- 
age of 23.84, and an average number of pas- 
sengers a mile of 1,045,060. 

The South Side elevated, it may be noted, 
has the smallest number of miles and carried 
the largest number of passengers, condi- 
tions. which have made its investment more 
or less profitable after the long period of un- 
profitable business. The second of the ap- 
pended tables furnishes in compact form 
the statistics which have just been neon ro- 


view. 
Another Grouping of 3 Figures. 
There is another grouping of statistics eov- 
ering the growth of the elevated roads in 
comparison with the City railway in a period

| Increase of Investment. 

In the third of the appended tables the 
state of the territory, whether more or less 
favorable for an elevated road, is clearly in- 
dicated, and comparison is again made with 
the City railway. The latter company be- 
tween 1898 and 1903 increased its investment 
8 per cent, increased its miles of track 10 
per cent, which increases resulted in an in- 
crease in the number of passengers carried 
of 83% per cent. The South Side elevated 
in the same period increased its investment 
nearly 9 per cent, left its mileage unchanged, 
and increased the number of passengers car- 
ried 72.4 per cent. 

The Metropolitan elevated shows marked 
expansion in its territory in the four year 
period. In that time it increased its invest- 
ment 25 per cent, its mileage nearly 15 per 
cent. These increases, however, resulted in 
bringing in an increase of but 40 per cent in 
passenger traffic. 

The Northwestern elevated for the 
given in the table increased its investment 
11 per cent, left its mileage unchanged; and 
realized an increase in passenger traffic of 
114.8 per cent. 


Betterments Hurt Lake Street. 


The Lake Street again affords the poorest 
results for the efforts of the management. 
The figures indicate that the more is done 
for the line the less profitable it becomes, 
For instance, between 1898 and 1903 it in- 
creased its investment 21% per cent. It in- 
creased its mileage 55 per cent, much the 
largest per cent of increase of any system. 
It increased the number of cars 83.6 per cent. 
In return it secured an increase of only 18.8 
per cent in passenger traffic. 

History of South Side L.“ 

The South Side elevated was incorporated 
in 1887 under the name of the Chicago and 
South Side Rapid Transit company with a 
capital stock of $7,500,000, first mortgage 5 
per cent bonds, $5,000,000; second mortgage 
5 per cent bonds $3,000 

After a good many vicissitudes in Sending 
the road was in full operation in 1898. Its 
bonds were sold at a’ discount, and for that 
part of the road in Sixty-third street much 
difficulty was experienced in raising funds. 
The world’s fair made the enterprise look 
like a profitable one, and the stock of theold 
company sold as high as 115. After the fair 
was over traffic fell away until the road 
couldn't earn its bond interest. Its stock 
dropped to 50 cents a $100 share. The prop- 
erty went into the hands of a receiver in 
April, 18056. Two years later the bondholders 
reorganized the company, with its present 
capitalization. It began as a steam road, 
but was changed to electric fn 1898. 

The road paid its first dividend in 1900 
when it disbursed 3 per cent. In 1901 the 
dividend was 3% per cent, the next year 4 
per cent, and in 19038 4 percent. It and the

The company has just been reorganized. 

Its present capitalization consists of $3,200,- 
000 5. per cent noncumulative preferred stock, 
$6,000,000 of common stock, and $5,000,000 
first mortgage 5 per cent bonds. The com- 
pany also has outstanding $350,000 in notes 
bearing 2 per cent and payable in 1909. 

Gross earnings for the company’s fiscal 
year ended on Dec. 31. 1908, were $831,122.. 
Operating expenses, including loop rent, 
were $675,709, being 81.3 per cent of gross. 
After paying interest charges of $237,478 the 
road shows a deficit for the year of $83,065. 
The deflcit for the previous year was $26,915. 
Of the company’s mileage, given elsewhere, 
6.89 miles consists of surface and inclined 
tracks at the western terminus<of the line.

Confesses to Killing. 

Watson is 18 years old and is unprepos- 
sessing in appearance, but did not quail 
when face to face with crowd which 
seemed so anxious to avenge the murder. He 
said he killed Mr, Osborne. | 

I had it in for him, and I killed him,” he 
said “I am not to die, and 1 am 


He then described in detail the killing. | 

Mr. Osborne was deliberately killed by Wat- 
son out of revenge for being discharged as 
valet on July 15, He went to the Osborne 
house to commit the murder and not to rob, 
as it was first supposed. Mr. Osborrie’s fam- 
ily was away, but Mr. Osborne slept at nome 
each night. Watson says that he got into 
the house last night after Mr. re- 
tired, and went to bed in the basemen 

Attac in Own House. - 

This morning Watson went upstairs when 
he heard Mr. Osborne stirring about, and met 
him at the bathroom door, firing one shot. 
Mr. Osborne ran into his bedroom and the 
negro followed and fired two more shots, both 
bullets taking effect. 

The sound of the shots was heard by per: 
who summoned the 
police. Mr. Osborne was conscious when 
found, and told the officers that he had been 
shot by the negro. He diea upon reaching 
the hospital.
